But one can not 
help but b elieve that the people rn 
the north and east are as sick of 
disorder and violence as those of us 
down here are. 
While

the 
subject of the 
Dem ocratic Convention, w e 
would 
also 
add 
that the national party 
seem s to be hell-bent on forcing the 
South and Southwest into the Repub­ 
lican party . When they trv to throw 
out duly elected delegates and tell 
those that they do seat that they can 
not govern their own m e t h o d of \o t - 
ing, you wonder just what we are 
doing there. 
We can not speak for other states 
but we know 
that in Texas 
these 
delegates 
w ere 
selected 
by 
the 
people at 
the grassroots level and 
represent the will of our people. 
When these people from other states 
say what we can or can not do \vith 
our own votes, it just fills you with 
disgust w ith the whole situation. 
It is fortunate for us that we 
have a man of such stature as Gov. 
John Connally on hand up there to 
fight our battles for us. Otherwise, 
we would have been sold dow n the 
river without a struggle. 


Last week we d i s c u s s e d t h e 
Electoral College in this space and 
said that we w o u ld look into som e 
of the problem s of changing the s y s ­ 
tem . In the first place, this calls 
for a c h a n g e usually com es from the 
outs rather than the ins and there­ 
fore does not n ecessa rily mean that 
the sy stem is bad. 
The two ma jor changes proposed 
are to go to popular vote alone and 
the other is to divide the electoral 
votes among the candidates based 
on their popular vote. 
In the first situation you run in­ 
to the problem of run-offs which 
could drag out the w hole p ro cess for 
at lea st another month of expensive 
campaigning and the second situ­ 
ation you run the risk of creating 
a number of splinter parties. 
And 
in 
the 
final analysis, it 
could be very doubtful if you would 
be any clo ser to finding a better s o ­ 
lution. It has been only in rare in­ 
stances that the w inner of the popu­ 
lar vote h a s f a i l e d to carry the 
Electoral vote, so the system may 
not be as bad as we are som etim es 
led to believe.

Commissioners to Consider Higher 
Budget At Special Meeting Friday 


Jones C ounty com m issioners 
in a special 
m eeting Friday 
w ill consider a budget for the 
com ing year that is substan ti­ 
ally higher than last year and 
likely w ill call for an increased 
tax rate. 
H ic budget 
w ill be taken 
up in a public hearing and is 
subject to revision by the com ­ 
m issioners, 
C ounty A uditor 
Carl Savage said M onday. 
Although the proposed bud­ 
get is $584,530 as com pared to 
the $491,000 of last year. U n­ 
does not tell 
the full story, 
Savage said. 
It appears now 
that the 
present year w ill 
end w ith 
the county spending $5 ti. OOO. 
or som e $31,000 
m ore than 
budgeted. 
Since adoption of the bud­ 
get last fall, the county placed 
em ployees under a retirem ent 
system w hich added to costs. 
Also paid out this 
year w as 
$30,000 principal plus interest 
in the Road D istrict No. 
I. 
N orm ally this is paid out 
of the interest 
and sinking 


fund but no tax w as assessed 
in the district last year. The 
district has sufficient money 
to retire all tho bonds which 
m ature in 1970 but this m oney 
is 
invested. 
Savage pointed out 
that 
this paym ent is not m ade out 
of tax m oney but it m ust ap­ 
pear in the budget. 
For 
the com ing year an­ 
other m ajor budget item w ill 
Im’ $40,000 
for capital pur­ 
chases by the com m issioners 
in 
their 
precincts. 
Savage 
said that much of the equip­ 
m ent for m aintaining roads is 
worn out and m ust 
be 
re­ 
placed. 
N o salary increase for coun­ 
ty em ployees are included in 
the new budget. 
Pay hikes 
w ere given last year. 
Just how much m oney the 
county w ill have to pay as u s 
share' of the new district a t­ 
torney program is not known. 
Under a law which will becom e 
effectiv e Jan 
I, one district 
attorney w ill serve the 42nd 
and the 104th districts H ow ­ 


ever, he w ill have tw o or three 
assistan ts 
and one crim inal 
im estigator. 


T he district attorney w ill In* 
paid by the state but all ex ­ 
penses of his o ffico .*re shared 
by Taylor. Jon es and Callahan 
counties. 
P resently, Jones C ounty pays 
slightly more than 15 lier cent 
of th e cost of expenses of the 
adult probation officer in th*' 
three counti>*s. 
L ikely tin- 
sam e percent tee 
would be 
used for the district attorney’s 
office.
